‘You can tell your wife you
don’t like ‘spinach—and drink
your vitamins along with your
milk, providing your dairy-
man . takes advantage of the
new vitamin-milk law.

And if it is absolutely essen-
tial that -you work a seven-day
week, you can do it without fear
of . being - jailed because you
milked the. cow on Sunday.

There ure other things you

can’t do, however — many of

them! For example, If you have
a good Indome, and your par-
ents need assistanee, you can’t
just pass your responsibility
along to the State and expect
it to tuke care of them with
an old age pension. One of the
new laws provides that adult
must contribute to the

support: of their ts I
they are able, and it such ald
is necessary.

If you haven't got a job, you
can't go on SRA either, because
the Legislature decided there’s
plenty of work for everyone able
to work—and cut out all appro-
priations for the Relief Admin-
istration.
